At tho session last evening 
Col. G. N. Ohano, ot Madison, 'read a 
paper, on tho Operations of War, -which 
was ,'ollowed by. Ool. Oharks King, o 
Milwaukee, on Tho Supression o{ Eiots 
and by Gen. Lucius Fairchild, ot Madi 
POD, on Tho Active Militia Before the 
War, and Tho Toiuutoer Service in Other 
Countries." At the session this afternoon 
Lieutenant-J. B. Doc, Jr.,-of tho Janes 
ville Guards, read the following exoeL 
lent paper'ou tho "Bights and liabilities 
of National Guarclmon": 


"All sail and no anchor,"wrote Ma- 


cauly, of the American constitution, al 
ludingto tho lack of what might be callec 
mau-iOf-war

state; to the absence of that ponderous 
safeguard with its chafing iron cable, a 
mighty standing army, truly, a sheet an- 
chor in a storm, hut only over-burden 
ing and grinding tho yessel in calm an< 
peaceful weather.

We1 are compelled to disagree witl 


Mocauly when we reflect upon tho word 
ing ot Article II of the amendments to 
tbe constitution: "A well regulated mi- 
litia bping necessary to the security of 
free state, tho ngbt of the people to fceoj 
and bear arms shall not bo infringed. 
There is our anchor, light, trim, even or- 
"namental in peace, stronp, Ct,-a sure ref 
'uge in danger. 
Never were truer words spoken than 


those of Jefferson: "For a people who 
are free und mean to remain so, a well or 
ganized and armed mihtin is their bea 
security." 


The orimary object'which each state 


has in inttimiing its national guard, is 
the posseseipu o£ a power to enforce its 
laws, maintain its authority, and protec 
its citizens and their -property fronr tbo 
sudden violence o£ mobs, riots, insurroc 
tions or invasions. Such being the ob- 
ject of tho national guard, what are ihe 
rights and liabilities ot its numbers? . 
. Of cc^irse, to oxbaaat .suuh a subjeol 
would require volumes; but if we can 
touch .bnetly upon 0110 or two principles 
ot importance, and glance at our stale 
laws relative to tho enquiry, the object o 
this little paper may be considered to 
have been accomplished. - 1'irat, all- to 
tho right to call out the militia. 


The piesident 01 the United States 


congress, tbo governor of the state, the 
state legislature, a United States mar- 
shal, tho sheriff of a county or the mayor 
ot a city, and no other authority, can le 
gaily call upon tho Wisconsin national 
guard for activo service; and the three 
last mentioned officials can only request 
not order, a state military officer, to turn 
out his commaud for duty. But when 
any armed force shall ho called out for 
the purpose ojl suppressing any riot, or 
dispersing any body of men aqfing to- 
gether by force with intent to commil 
any felony, or to offer violence to persons 
or property, or with intent by force to re- 
siitt the execution o£ the laws of the stato. 
such armed.force, when it shall arrive al 
the place of the unlawful assembly or 
not, mnflt obey any orders for suppress- 
ing the riot or. dispersing the assembly, 
and for arresting ' any person engaged 
therein, as may have been- given by the 
governor, or tha judge of any court ol 
record, or tho sheriff of the county, and 
also any further orders that may be given 
by any two of the following magis- 
trates or 
officers, 'viz.:

by the laws of this stato guiltless^md ful- 
ly justified in law,-and moreover, if any 
of the civil officers mentioned or anyone 
acting uuder their directions bo killed or 
wounded, all tho persons who arc unlaw- 
fully assembled aro answerable therefor 
Tn caae of riot or tumult, however, the 
military are nut undor the command of 
any civilian at any time, but under their 
own oaicors. The civil officers only di- 
rect in a general way yrhat is to bo done; 
as for example, to clear a street, guard 
certain buildings, disperse a mob, &c:, 
tho method and details are for tbe mili- 
tary compander to decide upon, but the 
military officer in command should, bo- 
[ore taking measures which may result 
in loss of life, request tho rioters to dis- 
perse. . 
Tha right ot a state Ifgismturo to de- 


clare martial law, and of a state to nee its 
military power to put down insurrection 
too strong to ho controlled by its civil 
authority, was nCiraied by the United 
States supreme court, in a very intorcet- 
,ng case from Ehode Island, in 1S49, and 
the Btato itself or its governor must de- 
termine what-clesreo of- force is neces- 
sary, Tho military having been called 
upon, tho Btuto or nciubborhood is, to 
some extent at Iqast, in a state-of war, 
and tho officers iir command of tho mill- 
•ary may lawfully arrest any one whom 
thoy have reasonable grounds to believe 
B engaged m tbe not or insurrection, and 
may order a house to bo forcibly enterod 
and searched wlicn they have reosonnbla 
grounds to hehevo that persons engaged 
n the insurrection are ccnceaied therein, 
"without tho power to do thia" in the 
words 
ot 
Ohiat 
Justice 
Tansy, 


Martial law and the military array ofthe 
government would he mere parade and 
'athor encourage attack than repel it." 
It' isnnt lawful, however, in the exer- 


cise oE these powers, to ueo more forco 
:haii is necessary to accomplish the ob- 
eot, and if the power bo used for pur- 
)oeea of oppression, or If any injury bo 
nalioiously done to person or property, 
he party by whom,' or by whose orders, 
luoh injury is committed is undoubtedly 
iibla- Tho general nile is. that a police 
officer when making an arrest may repel 
oroe with foroo but must cot exceod the 
necessity" of the case, aud this rulo should 
jovetn military officers, for when martial 
aw is declared or when iho national 
guard is called into active service the 
police-power ot tho state is-veeted in her 
oldiory. 
Now let me briefly call attention to 


he somewhat obvious, but often over- 
ooked distinction between "military,, 
nd ''martial" law- 
Military law consists ot 'the rules and 


articles oC war, and other statutory provis- 
one for the government ot military per- 
ons, together ,vith tho unwritten law of 
usages and customs ot the service." 
It 


xistu equally in peace or war. 
Martial law exists only in time of war 
nd originates in military necessity. It 
orives no authority from the civil law, 
.0 assistance from civil tribunates, for it 
verrules,, suspends and replaces both. 
Military law applies only to military 


orco. 
Martial law reaches equally the sol- 
ier and the citizen. 
As early as 1820 it was decided that 
jlitia mea called out for enrvico and 
ailing to respond, were subject to court 
martial understate authority,.even when 


10 call to -arms, came from the white 
ouse itselfj and it in this state any com- 


misBionedT officer who 'faile^to.give the 


otice .to- his subordinates required "by 
aw, or fails to respond when called ..into, 
ctive" service, is liable to forfeit, not less

more'than .8500, «nd'any 


on-commissioned officeiy-miisioian or 
rivato, Who after being duly notifled, 
ails to appear ready for duty, is liable 


to ferfeit not less than S50, nor more than 
S300. 


Physical incapacity to perform military 


service, dangerous sickness in his family, 
ov absence when the notice was served 
are the only valid .excuses, and in tho last 
case the absentee must join his command 
.immediately on his return. 
' As we have seen, no. military officer 
can order out the National Guard for 
the purpose of suppressing riot or insur- 
.reotion, repelling invasion, to protect 
persons or property, or enforce the laws, 
(for the president or governor in issuing 
such.order, acts in his civil capacity.) 
But when properly called upon by the 
civil authority, the-power of the com- 
m'ander 
ot 
the 
troops, 
is 
only 


limited by the exigenciti. of tho oc- 
casion, and he.may shed blood, or. des- 
troy property ad-libitum it he deem it 
necessary, and no. responsibility w_ill at- 
tach to him therefor. Tho case in our 
supremo court iu which Governor Solo- 
mon was the defendant and which arose 
out ot the efforts • of tho governor, by 
means of state troops to quell a riot at 
Port Washington, in this state, and to 
enforce the draft, IB very interesting read- 
ing upon this point.- • 


The officer in command should be 


.careful to ascertain tllat ho has .proper 
authority, to act. If ho bo legally 'called 
upon and directed what to accomplish, 
how to accomplish it, is for him fearless- 
ly to'~decido, and 'from his decision 
there is no appeal If directed' to clear a 
street, he is to 'do it with '"arms port," 
with bayonets, or with bul.'ets, as he 
shall deem necessary and his judgment 
shall dictate. • 


Any officer serving. the government 


with skill, fidelity and'and energy, will 
not be hold liable for more errors of judg- 
ment in tho Siseharge ot his duties, yet, 
if ho step outside of hiB authority and in- 
flict any private injury, either from mal- 
ice, cruelty or any species of oppression, 
or while engaged in acts not performed 
with a view to public ends, he is cot 
shielded from responsibility and is un- 
doubtedly liable for any damages result- 
ing. • AH Vattei in^ his law ot nations 
says, "The lawful end gives a true npht 
only to those"means which aro necessary 
tor obtaining that end, 
Whatever ex- 


ceeds this is censured by the laws of 
nature as faulty, and will bo .condemn- 
ed at the tribunal of conscience. Hence 
it is, that the right to oxorciso such, acts 
ut 
hostility 
Vdnes 
according 


to their circumstances. What is'just and 
poifectly innocent in a war in one partic- 
ular 'situation, is not always so ID an- 
other. Bight goes baud in hand witli 
necessity and the exigency of the case, 
but never excels.18." 


But oyery public officer is presumed 


to act in accordance with his duty until 
tho contrary is shown'; and it would be 
opposed to all principles of law, justice 
and sound policy to hold that-officers 
when called upon to exercise their del b- 
erato judgment,ere answerable fora mis- 
take in law, either civilly or criminally, 
when their motive's are pure and untaint- 
ed with fraud or malice. 
No officer is 


ovor liable for illegal and unauthorized 
acts porformed^by his subordinate un- 
less in bis immediate presence. 


A soldier of tho regular army, and I 


see no reason why tho rule does no4«p- 
ply to a member of 'the National. Guard, 
when oh'.d.uty, can rightly be demanded 
by thc/toml authoritios .to bo tried .and 
punished' by them, only whan he is 
charged with an. offence in time oC peace 
such as ic punishable by the known laws 
of the land,' to wit, a United States or 
stato law. 


Aeity ordinance ia not such a law,, but 


a soldier off duty, who is drunk or'dispr- 
derly.and so violates a city ordinance, may 
be arrested in the act aud restrained,-but 
not tried and_punishod by civil authori- 
ty-la oaao~bf such arrest and restraint it 
is tho duty qt civil authorities to surren- 
der the prisqner to the military ou de- 
mand, and it is tho duty of the military 
to enforce tho military law against such 
offences, and if tho civil authorities re- 
fuse to deliver the soldier on demand, ho 
may-bo token by force. But if iDStead 
of force tbe commanding officer resort to 
the writ of habeas corpus, the itfisoner 
must bo .discharged. 


Under our Btate ia'w, the commanding 


officer at any parade, review or drill, may 
cause the ground seleoted-to bo raa'kod 
out in such a way-as no£ to obstruct tra 
vol'dn any highway.'ia^d'may arrest and 
confine until acinset, acy-, person who 
shall go upon such ground without tho 
commanders consent, and tho offender 
may ho also arrested and tried in the 
usual way, tor a breach of the peace for 
such intrusion.

ablo, however, indeed I never knew aay 
objection to bo made, unless by that lord 
of laws, and hidulgo of the highway, a 
blustering, swaggering hack-man. It is 
also the law_ in our state, that it any per- 
son should insult, by abusive words or 
acts, or interfere with any national guards- 
man while on duty, such person shall be 
immediately arrested and kept confined 
at the discretion of tho commandinR offi- 
cer, not longer than until sunset of tbe 
same day, and such offender may aleo ba 
arre.-ted and punished by civil Jiuthority 
for u breach of the peace. ' 


So it would seem that'tlie law is a pro- 


tecting shield to tho national guardsman 
no long as ho does his duty, his whole du- 
iy, and nothing but his duty, on '(be omea 
un avenging sword the moment ho de- | 
parts from duty's eafe, though narrow 
path, and allows himself to be led astray

greed, or other personal end. 


So let each citizen soldier keep th*.

to Texas, and- from Oregon to Florida, 
we may justly fool a pride in our efficien-
